On July 1, 1989 Middleton became part of a 
new School Administrative Unit along with 
Milton and Wakefield. This was caused 
because some of the communities of the old 
Unit believed they were not receiving the 
service they needed. I was employed as your 
Superintendent to organize the new Unit and 
establish the services to the three 
communities.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF HIGH SCHOOL 


I hereby submit my sixteenth annual report as Principal 
of Farmington High. 


I often ask myself the question: What will high schools 
be like in the 21st century? In the past, this has been a 
purely hypothetical question based on much speculation, 
but now, as we embark on the decade of the nineties 
preceeding it, it's place in the annals of educational 
history will slowly take place. 


First and foremost, the high school curriculum, which 
has been subject to debate, plaudits, dissent, relevance, 
irrelevence, etc. will one again receive extreme scru- 
tiny fran all the facets of the educational hiarchy. If 
the 1980's marked an era of uncertainty and vacillation, 
then hopefully, a lesson was learned as further changes 
will undoubtedly be contemplated in the not so distant 
future. 


When similar evaluations of high schools took place in 
the 1960's and appropriate adaptions of curriculum 
followed, the document that was established lasted for 
over twenty years. Not that alterations were not made 
within the guidelines, but the basic structure remained 
the same. In retrospect, this seems unfortunate as we 
did not always keep abreast of the changes in our soci- 
ety. This may well have been a result of the sign of the 
times and any abrupt differences in the status quo were 
looked upon with disdain. 


Be that as it may because society did change and high 
school cirricula was funneled into the evolving process. 
The computer age was upon us, hence a heavy emphasis 
in camputer literacy. The nation's difficulties with drug 
and alcohol abuse and the resulting changes in curriculum 
grades 1-12; the discovery of AIDS; the rejuvenation of 
the Fine Arts; the global impact of the changes in Europe 
and Asia; child abuse; the list goes on and on and schools 
have to scurry to address the problems as they take 
place at an ever increasing degree of rapidity. 


The present minimum standards, now only five years 


old, are already being challenged . . . . amd changed. 
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More room is needed to provide for vocational courses. 
Requirements in computers and the Arts have already 
been relaxed. More will and must be done to prepare 
students for service oriented careers. The fluctuating 
eighties may become tumultuous nineties in this educa- 
tional arena we all live in. It certainly will be an excit- 
ing time. History tells us about the "Gay Nineties". . 
What will the textbooks of 2050 relate? 


I think most everyone will agree that education issues 
are difficult to legislate. Witness the time and money 
spent on debating the merits of withholding a driver's 
license if a student drops out of school. Review the 
recent legislation that mandates that students under the 
age of eighteen are limited in the number of hours they 
can work in any given week. In their wisdom, our 
legislators are trying to address some of the problems 
facing school systems. It's a fact students work more 
hours than ever before and this certainly cuts down on 
the available hours to do homework and to study. The 
law states they cannot work more than 30 hours during 
school nights. Is this law effective in providing more 
time to pursue school related activities? In all but a few 
cases, I would expect the answer to be no. 


There are still many students who do extremely well in 
school. They commit themselves to make the most of 
their high school years. They generally have the sup- 
port and sacrifice of their families. They balance the 
time spent on studies with other interest they have. 
They do not allow television or Nintendo games to con- 
sume their leisure time. They, in short, think about 
their future, plan for their future and adopt habits that 
will help them be successful once their high school days 
are over. What they build for good practices in high 
school days are over. What they build for good prac- 
tices in high school will carry over into college, the 
service, and world of work. 


It is imperative that we overcome the many obstacles 
that are present in today's society. That is the chal- 
lenge that administrators and teachers alike face on a 
daily basis. That is what leads us to the ultimate goal 
and that is to be ready, educationally, for the 21st 
century. 


I would like to thank the Superintendent's office, School 
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Board Faculty, students and the citizens of Farmington 
for their continued support.

ELEMENTARY PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


The Memorial Drive Elementary School continues to 
strive to provide a quality education for its 706 stu- 
dents. Our programs begin at the preschool level where 
29 youngsters take part in early intervention education. 
Two readiness classrooms service youngsters who are 
not ready for a grade one classroom designed to assure 
more success for the future. Programs in grades one 
through six are presently based on a textbook approach 
with a clear direction being forged towards the use of 
"hands on" materials in mathematics, the incorporation 
of well known literature to support the language pro- 
gram as well as the publication of student writing. The 
Special Needs Department is striving to provide serv- 
ices for as many students as possible in the regular 
classroom setting. 


Programs outside the academic areas accent and support 
the learning environment of the Memorial Drive School. 
Under the direction of both Guidance Departments, high 
school students serve as big brothers and big sisters for 
elementary youngsters. "Odyssey of the Mind" under 
the direction of Ms. Cynthia Sparks provides after 
school academic challenges for 28 students. The Chap- 
ter One Department under the direction of Mrs. Carole 
Albert contributes remedial services in reading for 140 
students. Grade six students have been fortunate to 
participate in an environmental education program at 
Sargent Camp sponsored by Boston University. 


This past summer Rebecca Carney, Sandra Tomellini, 
and Dianne Corneau developed objectives for a new 
mathematics curriculum. Presently, teachers are 
involved in a search for a new-mathematics program to 
aid in teaching these objectives. To help provide train- 
ing in the field of teaching mathematics, many teachers 
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at all levels have been participating in workshops 
through creative Classrooms Inc. 


Space issues of the past have been temporarily resolved 
through the construction of a five classroom facility. 
This “annex," presently situated at the Northern side of 
the school, houses two sixth grade classes, two fifth 
grade classes and a special needs room. Projected 
enrollment shows that additional space will be needed as 
soon as the 1990-1991 school year. 


The Memorial Drive School enjoys a close working 
relationship with the P.T.A.; Nick Jolles, President, has 
worked cooperatively with the school to provide an 
avenue for family involvement. Events such as the Ice 
Cream Social, the Book Fair, and Santa's Workshop have 
been well received. Future plans include a program to 
have parents become more aware of the school's cur- 
riculum. Additionally, the group of P.T.A. members is 
evaluating the present playground facility and will make 
recommendations for improvement. Under the guidance 
and dedication of Leo Drapeau, the "Cub Reporter" is 
published to help keep the community informed of school 
endeavors. The Farmington P.T.A. has been formally 
recognized at the State Convention by receiving “The 
National P.T.A. Certificate of Achievement", "The Gold 
Leaf Membership Certificate", "The Oak Tree Certifi- 
cate", and "The State Honor Roll." 


The teachers and staff at the Memorial Drive Elemen- 
tary School continue to work tirelessly to provide a 
quality education for the youngsters of Farmington. 
Staff dedication to become more knowledgeable of 
contemporary educational philosophies is evident by the 
number of professionals and para-professionals taking 
time to participate in workshops and course work. 


On behalf of Ms. Sherrie Greeley, Assistant Principal, I 
would like to thank the Community, and the Memorial 
Drive Staff for their support and dedication to quality 
education.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


The 1989-1990 school year has been very positive. 
Only one new teacher and one new aide joined us this 
year, aS turnover is very low at Main Street School. 
Sadly, Main Street's Custodian of three years, Mr. 
James Radloff, passed away after a long illness. He is 
sorely missed by students and staff. 


School spirit is high and is reflected by student grades. 
This year more than one half of all students are on the 
honor roll. Main Street School work is challenging and 
students this year have risen to that challenge. I am 
sure this is also due in some part to strong parental 
support. Communication between school and home is 
excellent. Student spirit also carries over to comm- 
nity needs. The annual "canned fool dance" raised over 
400 cans of food to help make Thanksgiving baskets for 
the needy, and almost as many cans were collected for 
Christmas. 


The Main Street School is one hundred thirteen years 
old, and is the oldest public school still in comstant use in 
the State of New Hampshire. The physical plant, how- 
ever, is in good shape. All leaks and other outstanding 
problems have been addressed; two ceilings have been 
lowered, and almost all rooms have been painted. 


Our library has improved to the point that Main Street 
School has finally met the State Standards for it's book 
collection. This is due to solid support by the canmnity 
in voting for an increase in the library budget. All of 
our students will benefit. 


Space remains our biggest unsolved problem. We are 
unable to offer our students shop or home economics, 
and this translates into lost opportunities. With more 
students in the schools each year, the problem will only 
grow worse. Fortunately, although space is a genuine 
problem, the exceptional staff at Main Street School 
works hard to ensure that students receive the best 
education possible.

CHAPTER I REPORT 
FARMINGTON/MIDDLETON 


The Chapter I Program, a supplementary reading pro- 
gram, servicing 140 students in grades 1-8 continues to 
promote positive gains in our students reading scores. 
The individual and small-group instructional setting 
along with a very dedicated, knowledgeable staff con- 
tributes to such results. Two staff members new to 
Chapter I this year are: Carolyn Goodwin, who has been 
a Chapter I tutor previously and Laura Brown, our Main 
Street staff member, who worked with Special Educa- 
tion last year. We are fortunate to have had two such 
campetent instructors join our staff. 


The main goal of our program is to improve our stu- 
dent's reading comprehension and instill in them a desire 
to read. At the lower grades, which comprise the 
majority of our students, concentration is primarily on 
phonics, developing a sight vocabulary and relating 
thoughts to print. At the upper grades reading compre- 
hension, motivation, study skills and vocabulary devel- 
opment with some review of content areas are the main 
areas of focus. Writing is viewed as an integral part of 
reading and is likewise an important component of our 
program to all levels. 


The Chapter I staff has attended two conferences this 
Fall. The most significant one being the Chapter I State 
Conference with the theme: "Dedicated to Making a 
Difference." Our staff along with others throughout the 
state contributed successful Chapter I activities and 
ideas which were then compiled into a resource book. 
The book was then distributed to every project manager. 
It was also exciting to see our students in a filmstrip 
sequence of differenct Chapter I Programs. Another 
positive outcome was the Chapter I T-Shirts which have 
already been worn by the staff with the theme of the 
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conference printed in bold print. The Paraprofessional 
Conference which followed in November also had many 
benefits to offer. All found it to be a very rewarding 

and beneficial event. 


To add to our accomplishments for 1989, the first 
parent meeting for the school year of 1989-90 was a 
wonderful success. Despite hazardous weather condi- 
tions, there was a full classroom of concerned and 
dedicated Chapter I parents. It was an extremely posi- 
tive meeting with many good suggestions made by those 
who attended. A second meeting will be held at the end 
of January to establish a written policy for parental 
involvement. It is hoped this strong support will con- 
tinue, as it will establish a solid bind between the hare 
and the school thus developing a more effective Chapter 
I Program. 


We hope the holiday books distributed to all Chapter I 
students were shared with their parents. It is ex- 
tremely pleasing and rewarding to see how many stu- 
dents delighted in their gift. We look forward to seeing 
everyone at our Ice Cream Social in June.
